The Constitution, familiarly known 


as "Old Ironsides" was the first vessel 
authorized by Congress 
to be built 


after the revolutionary war and was 
built in Boston before the establish- 
ment of the Charlestown navy'yard.It 
was built at Edmund Hart's shipyard 
now known as Constitution wharf, at 
a cost to fhe government of $302,917. 
It was designed 
and

Joshua Humphrey of Philadelphia and 
built under the 
superintendence of 


Commodore Samuel Nicholson. It is 
175 feet long, has a beam of 43 1-2 feet 
and a tonnage of 1876 tons. 


The keel of the frigate was laid in 


the spring of 1704 and the launching 
took place Oct. 21, 17D7. It had stor- 
age capacity for six months' provi- 
sions and could carry 45,000 gallons of 
water. Her complement consisted of 
450 officers and men. She had a bat- 
tery of 44 guns, 24 pounders on-the 
gun deck and 32 pounders on the fore- 
castle 'and the quarter deck. 


The brilliant career of the Constitu-' 


tion began in the war with Tripoli in 
1804 and continued through the war of 
1812. Her gallant deeds are recorded

HE federal taxes laid on telephone toll messages by the Revenue 
Act of 1921 have been removed by the Revenue Act of 1924, 


which was enacted on June 2, and became effective as regards these 
taxes on July 2. Under the ac^of 1921, the taxes imposed on tele- 
phone messages were as follows: 


On a telephone message for which the charge was 
more than fourteen cents and not more than fifty 
cents, a lax of

.8 cents 


On a telephone message for which the charge was 
more than fifty cents, a tax of 
10 cents 


_ These taxes were highest in proportion to the charge for service for toll 


• messages over moderate distances, the tax in some cases amounting to 


onerthird of the toll charge. 


We have anticipated the increased use of toll facilities that will follow 
the removal of these taxes and have taken the necessary steps to pre- 
pare for it.

Calcutta. July 5.—Under the direc- 


tion of the Survey of India and Burma' 
forest departments, 1300 square miles 
of forests in the Irrawaddy Delta of 
Burma have recently been surveyed by 
air. he fcrest department is defray- 
ing the .bulk of the cost in order to 
provide maps of the Delta forest, and 
also to supply information regarding 


the distribution of different types of 
foresst. 


To cover the area of 1300 square 


miles between 3000 and 4000 aeroplane 
photographs were taken and the usual 
working day involved a1 flight of more 
than 100 miles and a rise of 
10.000 


feet, from the Monkey Point Air Sta- 
tion at Rangoon to the scene of oper- 


s; three 
hours photographing, 


during which about 200 plates were us-' 
ually exposed, and a return of 100 mites 
to Rangoon. Owing to the difficult 
and swampy nature of the ground, the 
survey of thesa_ forests of 1300 square 
miles area on the scale of three inches 
to one mile by ordinary land methods 
would have taken three years to com- 
plete, and would probably have cost 
nearly twice as much as by the aerial 
method now adopted/ 


There is a further six months' work 


ahead, after which another couple of 


months will be necessary for the com- 
pletion of the stock maps by officers 
of the forest department.

SEASONAL STORAGE 


OF COAL PROPOSED 


(By Associated Press) 


New York, July 8 — Danger of coal' 


shortage would be 
eliminated, 
in- 


dustry stabilized, railroads relieved 
and the conslmer's coal bill ultimate- 
ly cut by seasonal storage o£ coal, it 
is asserted in" the report of the stor- 
age of coal committee of the American 
Engineering Ccouriii. - The report de- 
clares: 


The storage of coal is 
essentially 


necessary as an aid to the solution of 
the national coal problem, and is an 
economic and practicable 
means of 


insuring an adequate supply of coal 
as needed. 


If each coal consumer will adopt the 


policy of annually purchasing coal on 
a uniform 
monthly 
delivery basis, 


there will result automatically suf- 
ficient seasonal storage to 'guarantee 
coal to the consumer as needed. Fur- 
thermore, this policy will bring about 
a uniform' demand, for coal, whereby 
the coal producer and carrier may es- 
tablish uniform and standard produc- 
tion and shipment schedules. 


It will also remove the evils of in- 


termittent operation of 
coal 
mines, 


frequent, panicky' market conditions. 
and coal shortages due to inability of. 
the carriers to meet peak demands. • 


-While this study, refers particularly 


to industrial consumers of bituminous 
coal, yet householders also have a. di- 
rect responsibility. Indeed the house- 
holder is in a position to aid with the 
least cost, because no special equip- 
ment for storing and reclaiming is re- 
quired. 


The committee recommends that all 


coal consumers purchase their coal on 
tin annual contract for yearly require- 
ments with a provision that the coal 
be delivered monthly in equal allot- 
ments. 
It urges that consumers pro- 


vide necessary storage 
facilities to 


meet the terms of such contracts.
